In the south, « serene, unhurried people 
whose ancestors floated down the Ohio in 
flathoats, came from the Carolinas and 
Kentucky on horseback, bringing niles, 
axes, spinning wheels. 

Look down, in fancy, from a drifting 
blimp. imagine thot here and there, painted 
citi hi eround in huge, white letters, are 
sipnboards on which vou tay real about 
the audacious men whose adventures made 
Indian (map, pages 272-3). 

Near South Bend. La Salle camped in 
1079, At Vincennes, a century later, 
George Rogers Clark gained for us the 
whole Northwest ‘Territory. 

That tall shaft at Pigeon Roost Me- 
morial <hows where, in 1812, Indians slew 
a whole white setilement. | 

East of Evansville, at) Lincoln City, is 
the monument to Linooln's mother, Nancy 
Hanks, and the boyhood home where her 
son Abe split rails. 

Alou the Wabash—the Guabache of 
ol¢—are strewn the sites of French fur- 
trade posts, built in the early |7O0's, North 
of LaFayette; the Tippecanoe Batthetield, 
where Harrison defeated Tecumsich’s 
bother: ond, fast out of Kokomo, a tont- 
ment to Elwood Haynes, who in 1894

“On the Banks of the Wabash” is the 
State song. It ought to be: down the 
Wabash came the French, first. whites to 
settle in Indiana; this stream formed part 
of their long route from Quebec to Lauisi- 
alia, 

Starting from ‘Terre Haute, we halter 
where a street crowd watched a tricky ma- 
chine turn dough into doughnuts, instan- 
taneously. “Think of that, making cake 
in a minute, by electricity,” aid son old 
nan. “Toused to split wood every morning 
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betore the old laivy could get breakfast. 
Otten .cnmtry folks didn't even have 
matches; if we let the fire go out, we had 
lo tide over te the neighbors’ and borrow 
sutie Live coals.” 

Girls picking long, green, warty curum- 
bers out of the air in a 34-acre steam- 
heated glass house stopped us-next. Inside 
thet place it smelled arc felt just Tike 
Manila in the rainy season, hot amd sticky. 
A hus's paradise! Swarms of bees are 
kept, purposely, to pollinate the cucumber 
blossoms. Not on the ground, but high up 
overhead like grapes ona trellis hung the 
cucumbers, Perspiring blondes and bru- 

nettes reached up with long-handled toals 
and clipped them off (page 274). 

Elks’ (Country (lub House, facing. the 
Wahish, stands where Zachary Taylor 
whipped the Incions in 1812. Parallel 
with the river is the abandoned Wabash 
and Erie Canal, its fis-frown towpath 
still wisibte. 

Att Englisshman—about 1548— wrote of 
a canal tip fram here to Ghia, Tp was hot, 
he said, All day passengers sat on top the 
heat, mans under umbrellas, Some fiddled 
of sang: Others. read, or watched the scen- 
ery go whiesing ly as towpath horses 
rtilleat the boat at: four miles an hour!

Kin Hubbard, Hoosivr journulist-phi- 
losopher writing as “Abe Martin,” made 
Brown County backwoods peaple known 
all over Amerita. His crode sketches of 
such characters as Miss Tawney Apple, 
Be Pash, and Fawn Lippineut, and his 
short, humorous epigrams of their imaginary 
remarks. added to our fund of wit and 
wisdom, 

Now a State park and game preserve is 
set amid these hills with « lodge ane oot- 
(aves named in honor of Abe Martin and 
his renowne! characters, Ome section is 
reverved. for huuters—who may use only 
bows antl arriiws!

IN DLAN APOLIS<—THE CAPTTAL 


From atop a high builcting you see plitter- 
ing Indianapolis spread over the prairie. 
Nebuchadnezzar, who. viewed Babylon 
from his fiat-roofed palace, would enjoy the 
picture here, with all its temples, shrines, 
monuments, and tree-lined avenues, Here 
are restful parks and floral displays, quite 
os satisfying, T am sure, a8 were the hang- 
ing gardens by the Euphrates; and here is 
a war memorial as impressive a3 any tem- 
ple raised by Babylonians (page 246). 

No one great city dominates this State: 
Chicago pulls-at it on the north, Cmeimnati 
and Louisville on the south. Vet Indian- 
apolis, its capital and nearly its geographic 
center, is the seat af Hoosier DOWeET. 

In 1820.4 mall spot was cleared of forest 
here, and the capital later moved from 
Corydon, in the south, One wagon, two 
weeks on the wilderness trails, hauled all 
the voung State's papers, furniture, books. 
and money. From the streams men seme 
fish in such quantities that wasonloudds 
were fed to. hogs, 

Settlers mmcreased; the National Road 
came through from the East, driving west 
toward the Missouri, W rst-bound “mov: 
ers multiplied, Same days saw hunirerds 
pass in covered wagons, (reivhters, stave- 
coaches, often with women or girls driving

Lawk at all the live anitnals on which 
tesis are made: look at all the strange 
weeds, plants, roots, that come jo this busy 
Mace—aond look at the enilless barrels, 
boxes, jars, and battles of mysterious mix- 
lures that issue from it, and are-shipped to 
drugstores, hospitals, armies, navies, and 
te doctors all over the world, anc you walk 
ont with this thought: . 

What good is ay distovery in medicine 
—no matter haw great its potential value: 
unless some industry exists like this one, 
thle to make the new serum, vaccine, drug 
or tissue product in big lots, amd then send 
it-to places where people need it? ;

lions: peacocks “called for rain”; lambs 
scampered; big red sows anc their grunt- 
ing broods wallowed in mudholes fringed 
with “smartwedl," ragweed, Jimson, an 
dovfennel; excited cackles rose from every 
busy barmvard, Wik{ fowl make no such 
uproar. Why then should our hens, do- 
mesticated for centuries, show such hvs- 
lerid over one more exe? | 

Acres of roses, grown under glass, appear 
just west of Richmond. Straight through 
town rum the histuric National Roar, its 
century-old traffic stream paced by street 

For decuwles pianos made here were ex- 
ported to many far nooks and crannies of 
the wotld; now it is iceboxes, and other 
things, Here in L807 Quakers bullt their 
first Indinna meeting house: here now is 
Earlham Unllege, which the Friends set 
“heside the Great Road," o token of the 
service for which the college was to stand, 

At Fountain City, near Richmond, is the 
Levi Coff Home, “Union Depot of the 
Underground Railway” in slave times: it 
handled thousands of fugitives, 

South, down the historic Whitewater Va- 
ley where many Carplinians settled after 
1804, ¢s Brookville, It lives, Serene and 
contented, with its romantic past. 

Hereabouts was bam Maurice Thomp- 
son, who wrote “Alice of Old’ Vincennes” - 
also Ida Husted Harper, early crusailer for 
womans nights, anil Mary Louisa Chit- 
wood, oO gifted Hooster poet. Booth Tar- 
kington’s prutdiather was a Hrookville 
preacher: in its hevday, the region hal 
7 distilleries, many grist, flour, and saw 
mills, Small as it was, this town produced 
an almost incredible mumber of men whe 
were later to beenme governors and sena- 
tors, or to gain national fame in other fielels 

Well-known painters like J. Otis Adams. 
Willim Forsythe, Otte Stark, To. Steele, 
and others worked here, catching the scenic 
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HOOSIER HAUNTS AND HOLIDAYS 
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Charms as subjects for their pictures. 
Early-day roadways wind among hills and 
rich vallevs; a water wheel rons 4a flour 
mill, and about an old, old church tor- 
gotten settlers sleep in nameless graves. 

At ght we took o side rodd to visit an 
old-fashioned square dance. Long before 
we reached the abandoned schoolhouse 
where it was helil—set away back in the 
woods. on a forking muddy road’ hard to 
fnllow—we could hear the shouts of the 
man who “called the measures,” the spon- 


taneous musical combustion of what they 


call down this way a “gully jumpers’ band,” 
and the heavy “stomp” of bucolic feet. 
Many of the boys were in. shirtsleeves: of 
the forty or more girls not one smoked 
cigarettes between dances! | 

“How many measures can you call?” | 
isked the man, hoarse from such cries: 05 
“Swing your partner,’ “Grand right ane 
left,” “Cage that bird,’ and “All prome- 
nade?” 

+Oh, 1 could call all night and never 
repeat,” 

Sheep licking rock salt in the shale nt 
white oaks: low barns hunw with tobaceo: 
hurefoot bos fishing under a bridge, asing 
poles cut from the brish with jackknives:; 
a fence-jemping cow prasing in her clumsy

Women waved at 
us, and we heard music on the boat, and 
could see white-jacketed waiters <idling 
through the deck crowids, carrying trays.

When 
Jenny Lind sang bere, the only place in 
town large enough to hold the crowd was 
a pork-packing shed... . Mayor Suber 
showed me daguerreatypes of famous New 
Qricans packets, made 90 years ago... . 
“irow old along with me: the best ls vet 
to be,” says a line on the rim of an old 
summit ial 

For years Madison was a center of cut: 
ture and aristocracy. Preserved now as a 
State memorial is the polatinl home of 
James F. D, Lanier, who helped finance 
Tnutitns throuwh the Civil War (Plate TL). 

Ginseng, goldenseal, mandrake, and sone 
750 other medicinal roots, harks, herbs, 
leaves, flowers, and seeds are boweht from 
thowsanids of farmers by a pioneer drug firm 
here, 

“Patent medicine makers are ako heavy 
users; suid the druggist. “TL ly every- 
thing from Texas snakeroot, wahoo bark, 
and <ippery elm to Caroling sassafras. 
nclinns cured themselves with many barks 
died ronts commonty weed now by the great 
pharmaceutical factori¢s, But Nature can 
no longer supply all the crude drugs. the 
world needs: hence, many must be made 
synthetically.” 

Mints that supply most of the whole 
world's chewing “um and other needs come 
from Indinna: (page 316). Hay is made 
from the weed, after the mint juice ts 
pressed aut; eating it, cows roll their eyes 
and newt their heads in obeiows enjoyment, 

All these old river towns were born of 
river traffie, The oldest hovses in any of 
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them are usually thase that face the Obi, 
Many are dilapidated now, given over to 
raged wharl rats and chiftless fishermen, 
When the “floating palaces” of Mark 
Twain's gilded age plied between Indiina 
and New Orleans—crowded with wealthy 
planters, their families, and servants, with 
sy traders nd card sharks—these river 
ports grew noisier and more opulent. That 
all faced when the steamers yielded to ruil- 
rowels. 

More tonnage than ever rides the Ohio 
now, but it & mostly heavy through cargo 
from Pittsburgh, hauled on thocks of barges 
that ignore these pioneer Hoosier ports, 

Old women with rakes and seythes were 
clearing wees from graves when we got 
to Pigeon Roost Memorial Here sleep 
women and children massacred long ago by 
Indians. Men named this mournful hill 
for myriad wild pigeons that used tu roost 
here. My mother's futher, who came to 
Indiana asa boy from the Isle of Man, 
used to tell how, with guns, long pales, ane 
snioke, they killed these now extinct pas 
SENBED PHRGONS for food, by the bushel, 
Tres often broke under the weight of 
thousands of roosting birds, 

On a fine bridge we drove actos to 
Louisville for dinner, Coming back to 
Jeffersonville, we notice a sign on the 
Indiana side, “Marriage Parlor.” 

“That's where Louisville youngsters 
come to get married ina hurry,” sail a fll- 
ing station worker, “Many couples that 
don't stop there hurry on to the doy races, 
or the crap gumes, I remember when 
lots of Kentucky peaple tame here to hunt. 
Now, it seems to mb, most of ‘em go to see 
the does run that tay rabbit.” | 

After New Albany, with historic Hole 
‘Tavern where Daniel Webster, Henry Clay, 
und Andrew Jackson stopped, we cume to 
Inciana’s first stute capital at Corydon, re- 
aored now, just as in ISth. A friendly 
town, Corydon: everybody you meet speaks 
Lo you-—a quaint and nleasant ciate, 

Going west for Evansville, we saw Santa 
Claus—a town of less than 60 people, 
whose odd mare has made it known to 
hewspapers across the continent (p. 317). 


WHERE LINCOLN SWUNG HIS AX 
Farther west at Lincoln City is Abe Lin- 
coln’s boyhood home, where he lived from 
even to twentyane. Here ie the mont- 
mer to his mother, Nancy Hanks, and the

TINY SEW HARMONY'S 
AVES TORRES 

Odd is the tale of New Alarmony. 

Here is a big rock with hare footprints. 
They jook human, but they were leit there 
by the Angel Gabriel! So said George 
Rapp. a Niirnberg religious leader who 
colonize! his Crerman dollowers here- in 
Isto, 

In the form of a Greek cross, its pillars 
from giant trees, the Rappites 
raise) a temple, at that time & vast struc- 
ture for these purts. Tt is gone, but their 
loopholed fort and many other interesting 
old houses still stand, When the Rappites 
had built up a prosperous colony, they sold 
out in 1825 to Robert (wen, British re- 
former amd philanthropist, 

ht was under Owen and his followers that 
the village was to fain fame here and in 
Esrreqie. 

To this day, with its 1,200 people, New 
Harmony gets more space in encychipsectigas 
than many place: fifty times its sive. 

To this obscure hamlet, Owen, by his 
social experiments and teachings, drew 
scholars from many lands, One such was 
William Maclure, founder and for thirty 
years president of the American Academy 
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of Natural Sciences at Philadelphia; an- 
wther was Thomas Soy, “the Father of 
American #oGlogy,” who is buried here. 
Josiah Warren brought the first: printing 
press, inventing here the “perfecting press” 
which prints from a continuous roll ot 
paper. 

Owen's. original plan failed, for many 
reasons: but New Harmony long remamed 
an intellectual center of the West and is 
still a mecea for students of social history, 
Until 1856 it was headquarters.of the U. 5. 
Geological Survey, later moved to Wash- 
ington, D.C, Here in 1859 was founded 
the first woman’s club in America with a 
written constitution, T[t-was named “The 
Minerva,” ani its original papers are still 
preserved here in the “Old Fauntleroy 
Home," owned now by the [nciana Pedera- 
tion of Wormnen's Clubs. 

The “Workingmen's Institute Library” 
and the Murphy Awiiterium attract end- 
less Visitors. Think of a library of 25,000 
volumes ina town of 1,200! 

Get to New Hanneny in spring, If you 
can. and see that amazing floral-shower that 
falls from a-strange (ree hete and Titerally 
covers the ground with yellow blossoms. 
‘The seeds of this tree came from China, 
where people call it “the tree of golden 
rain.” .

‘Is everything all 
right?’ said General Manager Maloney, 
“We have to faow it’s all right, before we 
let a flyer put one of our carburetors: in D 
plane and take up a load of passengers,” 

Here the Studebakers founded what be-

A MODERN DRAGON HUNT 


ON KONMODO 


An English Yachting Party Traps and Photographs the 
Huge and Carnivorous Dragon Lizard 
of the Lesser Suncas

NE of the most prized inhabitants 
of the Londen Zoo had disl—a 
KF dragon lizard from the island of 
Komorla, 

As the 200 was eager to replace this 
interesting creature, rare in captivity, Lord 
Moyne, who had visited Romaded some 
years previously, agreed to revisit the 
iam last year with: the object of secur- 
ing specimens. Thad the good fortune to 
be one of Lord Moyne's guests on his yacht 
Rosaura and jo have opportunity to take 
the accompanying photographs. 

SURVIVORS FROM PREHISTORIC AGE 

Tt was only in 1912 that the Komodo 
dravens (Vuranus komentoensss)! first bee 
came known to zoolegists, These large 
carniverous reptiles, of a kind that crawled 
the earth millions of years ago, have been 
hidden away for ages in remote ishuvis of 
the Netherlands Incdies.* 

Although Aamodoensis is only one of the 
existing species of Varaiws, it is by far the 
most spectacular, because of Its yreat sie 
und its general appearance which vividly 
suggests the fire-breathing dragon of legend. 
Perhaps such a reptile, with curling tail 
amd long; forked, famelike tongue, for 
thousands of years inspired Chinese artists 
in pleturing the traditional dragon (pages 
325-327 and 331). | 

The creatures are found at the western 
end of the laree island of Flores in the 
Lesser Suncias, and on smaller islands of 
the same group, notably Romolo and 
Rinthi, which lie between Flores: ane 
Soembawa. Strong currents rash north- 
ward through the straits, past the dragon 
islands, at a speed which in former times 
mus! lave discourage ships trom attempt- 
ing a Lomeling, 

We anchored in the great sweep of Telok

Slawi, a bay off one of the two small villages 
of Konindo. The scenery is of extreme 
beauty. Steep, green slopes of fantastic 
shapes tun up with many curves and con 
tartions to the rocky saddles which divide 
up the iskind (page 328), 

The Netherlands Resident of ‘Timor, 
responsible for the fuvernment of these 
islands, kindly came to Komodo in his 
yacht with stveral of his officials while we 
were there, anil our success In capturing 
the “dragons™ was mainly due to the help 
of our obliging friends, 

We spent ubout ten days on Komaocto 
in our effort to catch the largest possible 
specimens, We secured arven, but, a8 we 
had permission to bring back only three, 
we released the etmaller captives whenever 
we could replace them by larger ones 

We used a trap which was constructed 
for the purpose by the zon. Ten feet 
from front to back, it was built up of 
panels of strong wire netting and was sn 
devised that, when the quarry pulled at the 
meat at the inner end of the cage, a door 
would fall behind it. 


TRAP [5 SET NEAR A DRAGON LAE 


This device we erected obout a mile 
Inland, tuet where a villley began to nar- 
row into the foothills, and caretully’ cam- 
cuflored it -with branches-of trees, A great 
rock stood on a slope near by, and beneath 
it were several holes with tracks at the 
entrances which proved them to be Iloirs 
of these reptiles. 

Owing, ne doubt, to the many tracks 
we had left on the ground. no dragons 
came to the trap during the first fwenty- 
four hours. We afterwards found that, 
although so deaf as to be completely. inilif- 
ferent to the human voice or even the dis- 
charge ofa gum, they are possessed of keen 
sight and. scent. 

Another treason for their absence during 
the first day was doubtless the fact that 
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the ment hod not beeun to be odorous! 
Dragon lizards like it in astute of advanced 
putrefae tient, 

During the second day, however, we 
found the bait gone. The door had fallen 
without catching the dragon, although the 
creature hod left plenty of evidence of 
its visit inside the trap, 

We were never able to explain this es- 
cipe. The tray was so designed that, once 
the door had closed, a steel catch made it 
impossible to raise it from below. If the 
door had fallen on the toll of the visiter 
and been pushed up again, the reptile must 
indeed have been of monstrows size, ae the 
door was fur too heavy to be raised by any- 
thing so slender as the last three or four 
feet of a dragon's tail_ 

Tt is, of course, possible that two walked 
Into the tray together and that, while one 
ate the bait und sprung the trap, the other 
received the door on its shoulders. Th thet 
cast, the first one may have turned around 
ond escaped through the opening while its 
companion was disengaging itself. 

Disappointed with this initial trial of the 
trap, we thought it best to arrange for a 
watcher while we went off in search of 
other likely places where we could try our 
luck with meat halts and nooses, . 

Finding lizard tracks on the beach at 
another part of the island, Lonf Moyne 
shot two wild pigs, and three nooses were 
set in front of the carcasses, ‘These snares 
wert 80 arranged as to catch a medium- 
sized dragon lizard just behind the shoul- 

Returming later in the day, we surprised 
two stall cragens feeding on the carcass. 
I was able to get a picture of ane before 
they ounde off, 

Then, to our astonishment, we found a 
seven-foot crocodile lying strangled by one 
uf the nooses, We were much surprised at 
this, as we had no idea that there were any 
crocodiles in the hay oer that these reptiles 
would live entirely in salt water. It was 
March—the rainy season, so we were tolil 
She there were no running streams on the 
sinned. 


DRAGONS LEAVE A “GRAPEVINE” TRAIL 

Fasrinating was the study of the tracks 
an the island's many beaches, We soon 
learned to distinguish between the spoor 
of the crocodiles, with the tail-sroove cen- 
tered between a straight line of footmarks, 
wot the wavy tracks of the dragons, which 
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remind one of the conventional decorative 
treatment of grapes and vine tendrils, 
Livard footmarks in the sand are the clus- 
ters of grapes, while the curves made by 
the tuil, sweeping from skle to sic, re- 
semble the tendrils (page 329). 

We sewn discovered that the larger lizards 
are by no means restricted to the mountain 
tops, as same previous observers had sug- 
gested. Not only small ones but also the 
twelve-fool giants come right down to the 


A PIGHTING CAPTIVE 


[t was an exciting moment when our trap 
watcher came to report acatch! On reach- 
ing the trap we found that the dragan was 
of only moderate size, but very fierce. As 
SON as anyone came near, it dashed itself 
against the wire sides of the trap, causing 
Lis ——_ anxiety leat ft should injure 
itself. 

After a consultation as to the best method 
Of wetting it to the ship uninjured, we 
thoucht it best to collect a dozen natives 
und vet the trap carried down to the sea 
on their shoulders (page 324). It would 
not be pleasant to be bitten or wounded 
bw the powerful claws of these carrion- 
eating reptiles, 

Fortunately, once on the ship, we found 
no difficulty in. transferring: them hy at- 
tracting them from the darkened tran into 
the sunlit cage and quickly shutting the 
door between, 

After this fest capture, we established 
the trap near the beach where the lizards 
were being drawn by the lure of a putre- 
tying dead pig which we had placed just 
out of their reach ina tree. ‘The attrac- 
tion of the bait seemed to be increased by 
laying trails of linseed ofl, and after this 
we were able to catch cragoms ay fast as 
we could make cages in which to keep them. 

Since the trapping was well established, 
To was glad ta be able ta spend my time 
procuring a series of pictures, Near the 
rock where the trap had previously stood, 
we Ted up a dead goat and prepared a 
cover of green canvas and branches, from 
behind which T could watch and photo- 
graph the reptiles without being seen by 
them (opposite page). | 

First of all, I found that dragon lizards 
love the sun, They would not emeree from 
their lairs before the sun was high In. the 
heavens. Perspiration fairly poured off me, 

The first day the lizards were suspicious

The big dragons, throwing 
all caution to the winds, rushed down with 
gurprising agility. and speecl, tearing and 
dragging large pittes of the meat away 
from the carcass to be eaten at Ieisure out 
of sight in the long grass. 

That dragon lizards have o keen sense of 
smell 7 bad ample occasion to observe. Tn 
the valley where | watched them the wind 
was continually changing, and they used to 
pick Up my scent at once even when they 
had their heads to leeward of the over- 
powering stench of the carrion. fn on in- 
stant all of them would take fright and 
disappear. 

All the time I kept myself carefully hid- 
den from their sight, but,as other observers 
had reperted that these lizards are stone- 
deal, | did not trouble to keep quiet. 


UNDISTURAED RY A SHOTOUN'R ROAR 


In fact, wishing to test this theory of 
deafness: | discharged-a shotgun over their 
heals ata range of a dogen yards on more 
than one occasion. Neither this nor the 
rattling of plateholders nor the human 
yoire seemed to make any impression on 
them, whereas they would notice any move- 
metit in an instant and make off. 

That they are deaf {o some sounds 
seems bevel dispute, but it is interesting 
to note that the specimens at the soo very 
definitely hear the sound of the key turn- 
ing in the lock of their cage. When the 
keeper goes to feed them, their attention is 
immediately arrested by this sound, 

The baby dragons were highly inquisi- 
live, One, measuring about three to four 
feet, came through my covering hedge of 
branches mn sat staring alt me at an arm's 
length for some time: Another climbed a 
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tree close by and, atretching itself along 


a branch, lay watching me for many hours, 


Dragon lizards appear ta make ner sound 
other than a low hissing at each other when 
in competition for the ment spoils. When 
drown to a carcass by the powerful odor, 
they seet to be almost Licking their lips 
in anticipation, owing to their curious habit 
of shooting in areal owt their long forked 


Tongues. 
REPTILES NEVER VESTUWED TO ATTACK 


ln their wild state they are said to be 
dangerous, but 7 cannot support this state 
ment, |. spent days watching, at close 
range, dragons of all sizes up to about 
twelve feet in length. T had no protection 
other than the small hedge of cut branches 
and leaves. At no time did the creatures 
show any sims of attacking me. 

It is difficult ta aay how many dragons 
I saw, but they are undoubtedly very mu- 
merous on Komimio. I have a few feet of 
cinema showing four large ones on the 
carcass at the same time, and many photi- 
graphs showing three, 

We had no opportunity of seemg the 
repliles killing or eating their natural food 
(ur only evidence os to their ordinary diet 
wis obtained when one, which had been 
cought in a trap, in its excitement regurei- 
tated first the chunks of rotten meat it hod 


swallowed and then a large unbroken turtle

Wild pigs and deer ore plentiful on 
Romoda, and we had ne reason to doubt 
the report that the dragon lizards catch the 
still ores, 

The natives would not po pear the 
haunts of the dragons after dark and 
seemed in considerable fear of them even 
in daylight. 

For the homeward journey we put our 
specimens in strong crates with beveled 
slats on one face. Unfortunately, our car- 
penter sought to lighten the lide by in- 
senting a panel of wire netting. 

When the yacht was seme days ot on 
the homeward journey, one of the dragons 
burst its way through the netting, and, as 
ne trace of it was ever found an the ship, 
presumably it jumped overboard. The 
other two were safely delivered to the 
foo did in addition, our cameras had cap- 
tured numerous others that are still free to 
partake of their odoriferous hanquet® on 
the hills and beaches of Komodo,

ULTITUDES of American college 
men, old and young, find odd 
contrasts. between university lite 
in the United States and tha: of ancient 
Cumbriige, where T took my degree. These 
differences are plain in discipline, in daily 
life, in the relations between faculty and 
undergraduates (never “students” at Cam- 
bridge), and in certain customs peculiar to 
this venerable seat of learning. 

When 1 left the train at Cambridge, after 
a short but tedious ride from London, there 
was little about the dingy railroad station 
ta summest that somewhere hereabouts stood 
2 preat university town, 

Nort cid the policeman af whorn T asked 
my way to “The Upiversity” offer any 
help; he couldn't, simply because there are 
so raany colleges here, each In Itself a little 
university, However, after driving into 
town along a wide thoroughfare which my 
laxi man told me had been in ancient times 
a highway used by Roman soldiers, | finally 
arrived at St. John’s College which | was 
th enter, 


JOHN HARVARD'S ALMA MATER 


Because John Harvard, principal founder 
of the famous American center of learning 
which benrs his nanie, was educated at 
Cambridge, this university holds o special 
interest for people in the United States. 

John Harvard entered Emmanuel College 
in 1627, In an old leather book there you 
see his signature, anc a notation that he 
paid o ten-shilling matriculation fer. 

Now a tablet is set up in the Chapel at 
Emmanuel to his. memory; and this year 
Cambridge in England observes with avin 
sathelic. interest the movernen! in (am- 
beiine, Massirhusetis, to telebrate the 
400th anniversary of the founding of Har- 
yard College (page 344), 

Each Cambridge college is a separate 
entity, Each has its own chapel, lecture 
rooms onl assembly ball, but most of the 
space is devoted to residential quarters. 

This independence bas heen characteris: 
tic of Cambridge from its earliest days. 
It dates from the foundatlons established 
by religious orders, such as the Dominicans 
and the Carmetlites, most of which belong 
to the first part of the Lith century. It 
continued with the foundation of the. col- 
legos, the first of which was Peterhouse, 
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established in 1284, The majority of the 
others followed in the 14th, 15th, and 16th 
centuries, though Selwyn was founded as 
recently ne 1882. 

Cambridge long held out against the ad- 
mission af waren students, and, though it 
was obliged at last to surrender and wel- 
come the two girls’ colleges, Newnham and 
Girton, more than sixty years-ago, it still, 
unlike Oxford, does not allow women to 
tuke actual degrees.* 


“UNDERCRADUETTES INSTEAD tf CORDS 


The “undergraduetties” attend lectures, 
both university and college, with the under- 
gradimtes, aid take the same “honors” ex- 
aminations: ( they are not allowed to take 
the easier “poss” examinations), but if sue- 
cessful their end is S midcely a “title to a 
devree™ (pages 432, 355, and 347). 

Every college has its awn staff of tuiters 
ind it own endowments which, together 
with the fees from its student members, 
provide for ie inkeen, [ny many cases the 
colleges have aoquired much landed 
property, 

From the beginning it was impressed on 
me that the loyalty of the individual is first 
to his college, It is by no means uncom- 
man for the members of a family to seni! 
their sone to one particular college, gener- 
ation after generation. But in the back- 
pround there always remains the Alma 
Mater, the University itself. To the initi- 
ated it is try college that T mention first; 
to the stranger, if asked, | announce myself 
os 2 Combridge man, 

The University, like a college, ts a coppo- 
tate body with its own endowments supple- 
mented by contributions from the colleges 
and the Government. Tt also has it awn 
lecture halls and research laboratories ancl 
it Wane appoints. the professors, who are 
the elite among the “dons,” or faculty 
members. 

While the ultimate governing authority 
it the Senate, which consists of those who 
have taken the degree of Master of Arts, 
the executive authority is vested] in the 
Chancellor, deetecd by the Senate, who is 
now. always 4 prominent national figure. 
The office at present is held by Prime Min-

won, or kept the “Head of the River,” 


Four bumps entitle a man to keep his oar 
as a trophy, 

I would not recommend for weak ciges- 
ions the breakfasts found necessary in the 
strenuous training for both the Lent and 
May Week races. They are no mild meals 
of grapefruit and coffee, hut, starting with 
hsh ard bacon and ewes, they continue with 
large portions of rare steak. The toast 
anil marmalade that followed was often dif- 
ficult to force. 

The “May” races-are the principal event, 
coming as they do after the examinations at 
the end of the scholastic year when all 
Cambridge goes gay and celebrates a social 
soon of its own, Both banks of the river 
offer then a bright picture. They are 
crowded with friends and relatives of the 
crews and the whole scene is aniniaterd liv

1 which my hushand cuuld write a 


series OF American novels without interrip- 
tion, We found it by remodeling a hilltop 
farm near Orbetello that was used by uo 
relative as o summer home, but stood 
empty during the winter months. 

We knew, from the chilblain cures ex- 
posed for sale in the local drugstore, that 
the hilltop was not a tropical retreat, tut it 
hell no terrors for people who had been 
horn in, grown up with, and weathered suc- 
cessfully the rigorous winter climate of New 
Englund, 

The house, a severely simple two-story 
rectangular farmBouse, stands an a hilltop 
four hundred and fitty feet above the water, 
facing the Tyrrhenian Sea, the Usland of 
Filia, and the far-off island of Corsica. To 
the right, across the mouth of one of Ttnty’s 
finest harbors, the mainland stretches away 
to Genoa and the north (map, page 353).

All 
else ig in the hands of masons, even bo the 
final plastering and tinting of wall suriaces, 
within and without, and the laying of tiled 
tlewers.

The carpenter came, took careful mewsure- 
ments for the door and windew, wn retired 
to his cavelike shop in the village to con 
struct them. In the course of time ‘he 
emerged from his lair, loaded the results of 
his labor on donkeys, and escorted them 
up the hill. 

Whether or not the carpenter had lost 
his mieasurements and worked irom memory 
was never known, but the door amd winddrw 
were 4 foot lonwer and wider thin the 
yawning cavities waiting ta receive thern.

With o happy smile he instantly 
offered a solution for the difficulty. Al he 
newrlerd, he said, was the loun of two masons.

the sight of mallards, teal, woodeock, spar- 
rvws, and other wild” gant hanging be- 
fore the doorways of the markets; Good- 
sized wild ducks were priced at forty cents 
tipiece, sparrows al five cents each. 
Excited by. these bargains, we bought 
freely, and during the winter had more sent 
us from time to tine, to the distress of the 
cock, who feared that a steady dict of game 


would affect our livers unfavorably, 
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SOJOURNING DY THE [TALY OF TODAY 


A picture of our first night as housekeep- 
ers will never leave my mind, For some 
reasan or other | went into the kitchen at 
itidnight. There sat the cook, who had 
arrived that day, plucking ducks by the 
light of a single candle. If a cook comes 
with the intention of staying, nothing dis- 
COUrES her. 

Now we have eschewed all game, After 
nine years we think we have learnéd about 
everything that can be found in the village. 
This has been a hard struggle, for Malian 
crooks seem to have an aversion to making 


srgestions, Information must be ferreted 


from them. In the post, if any dish was 
ortered three times, it was taken for granted 
that the dish was a passion with us, In 
reality it was ordered because we could 
think of nothing else to order. The cook, 
not sensing the situation, would have forced 
it on us indefinitely unless forcibly re- 
strained. 


KANDANNA SERVES AS MABEET BASKET 


Each morning after the cook has had ber 
lireakiast, she picks up her list of orders 
for the day and her yard- “square bandanna 
handkerchief in which she carries home the 
provisions, and descends to the village to 
do the rua Ket ings and get the mail, 

All Italy is on a cash-and-carry, day-to- 
day basis. This i¢ troe of life in the cities 
of itt the country. Each item purchased by 
a servant is-entered in an account bee 
which is shown Lo the mistress when more 
money is needed, 

Last winter, for the first time, some 
staples were laid in in bulk to Last through 
the seoson, This was because prices: were 
repeatedly increasing on account of the war 
in Ethiopia. Therefore, soon after our ar- 
rival, the farmer went to the village with 
the donkey ond lowded him with $12 worth 
af laundry soap, $25 «worth of coffee, a 
$12 segment of rocklike Parmesan cheese 
to serve grated on almost everything, as 
well as rice, salt, and sugar, 

This was the only way the war touched 
us,. Coffer has always been expensive in 
Ttaly, and the war caused it to double and 
treble in price. ‘Tea is an affectation with 
a few Ttulians, but coffee & only ersally en- 
joyed and desired, Ethiopia raises some 
of the finest coffee in the world and Etaly 
nlons on profiting from the coffee crops 
while searching for hidden minerals and oil 
Wells. 

One problem that it took us nine years 
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to solve was the wine question, All small 
town. cantines, or barrooms, ore supplied 
with wine made by the farmers of the 
locality, The cook takes un empty two- 


quart Husk, or fiascn, to her favorite cantina 


and has it filled, [f it suits your taste, you 
at first think how fortunate you are to have 
such good wine. It is a sensation com- 
parable to eating your own ‘home-grown 
Veretables. 

A few nights or a few weeks later you 
lake a sip and samething strange has tae 
pened. [ft may have become ‘sickeni 
sweet or distressingly sour, The servants 
are summoned and requested to state the 
reason for this simular cheriical change. 
Their answer is invariably ‘the same, “It 
is nothing, signori. The other wine i 
finished and this is what Beppina brought 
bome this morning,” 

We osked if there wasn't someone who 
had really superior wine, We were told 
there was tine scelte, “choice wine,” which 
cost a Hitthe more, That was sent for past 
haste and we hoped our problems were 
silved. But what they brought us proved 
to be a heavy, sweet, dessert wine. 

After this disappointment seven flasks 
were brought out, washed, and a Isbel 
pasted on ench, Bepping was instructed to 
visit seven cantinas, fill a bottle at each, 
and write the name of the cantina on the 
label, Then there was a sampling, and a 
supply of the most satisfactory sample was 
ordered. 

Usually a cantina refuses. to sell more 
than teri quarts of wine, on the ground that 
if it sells too much it won't hove enouch 
leit for its customers, Consequently, our 
wine-buying was attended! with indifferent 
success for eight years. 

There is sumething romantically appeal- 
ii, asa rule, inthe wiles recounted by those 
who live at small expense in out-of-the-way 
places. Such people invariably—-to hear 
them tell it—have servants who look like 
English butlers-and French maids, and con- 
Verse quiintly in proverbs similar to those 
in Bartlett's “Familiar Quotations.” 

Picturesque native costumes are not worn 
in our part of the country. The men wear 
overalls patched with pallid relics of long- 
gone gurments, ‘The women weir dresses 
vaguely reminiscent of well-worn cotton 
umbrellas. Nevertheless, at first we felt our 
two sturdily built helpers would add an air 
to the place if they were decked oul im oa 
bit of Old World quaintmess. 
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Tn the spring of 1935 the prospective war 


in Ethiopia was viewed unemetionally by. 


the mass of Italians. Little was known 
about the cmintry, except that it was 4 place 
where bananas grew, Bananas, to the mind 
of a resident Ttaliun, are perhaps the mast 
desirable of all fruits. He regareds them as 
a truly regal dish, just as some people re- 
gard caviar. He has almost the same feel- 
ing toward them that colored people are 
suppsed to have toward fried chicken. 

At that time two young soldiers, on their 
Way to a training camp, were engaied in 
conversation by an Jitalian woman who 
shared their compartment in the train, She 
wanted to know if they weren't thrilled at 
being called for the campaign in Africa.* 

They were not anly unthrilled, but had 
viven the matter little thought. They. were 
net mamied and felt they might as well go 
there a8 anywhere, 

“But,” she said, “you will have all the 
bananas you want! You will be -alleweil 
to help yourselves, just as we permit pecple 
to enjoy our grapes?" 

The young soldiers remained unmoved, 
Possibly they care from fanilies that, like 
mast Italian families, kept their grapes for 
themselves. 

Al the same tine, however, [talian men 
af property felt the step must be taken and 
Italy's woreage increasecl, but the wives of 
these same men were Inath to think of their 
sons being called to the colors: 

With the imposing of sanctions the senti- 
ment, particularly in cities, chonged com- 
pletely. The thought that many countries 
should tell Ttaly what she might or might 
not do, and coerce her inte obeving their 
dittates, arqused a feeling of passionate 
nabionilism and a grim determination to die 
rather than tasuboit te foreion domination, 

After witnessing some of the new enthust- 
am in Naples and Rome, we felt i must 
be universal, On our arrival at our out- 
of-the-way hilltop we found the farmer's 
gon at home ond expressed pleasure that he 
had not been summoned ta Africn. “Pow 
has it happened?” we asked. He shrugged, 
“T's a miracle,’ he admitted, 

We found that while young men in coun- 
try towns were quick to parade and sing 
in celebration of victories, they were not 
averse to remaining at home, working in

However, 
persons living or traveling in a warring 
nation are ofter untouched by the war 
until they venture within about twenty 
miles of the front-line trenches. | 

The feeling in Italy for a few months was 
bitter and hostile toward England, and a 
few anti-Enelish demonstrations took place.

Travel conditions improved slowly in 
Italy before the Fascist regime. Since the

Not until we lowered the winistiiebet 
could we see to drive, and net until we 
emerged from the valley of the Po onto the 
high land near Bologna were we free of this 
clinging, penetrating, woolly, icy fog. Why 
all the inhabitants are not twisted with 
rheumatism, racked by tuberculosis, -and 

covered with moss is an unsilved mystery. 

Christmas Day, two days Inter, was 
sunny ani) warm in Florence—a day to 
dream about, The streets were black with 
Florentines strolling leisurely wp and down, 
exchanging Christmas greetings, and filling 
the cafes for their noonidlay. aperitif.

needed! only a fraction of their earnings 
lor their living needs and-so sent the rest 
home; others saved and in many cases re- 
tumed to the homeland to live in comfort 
on their ancestral acre, 

Three of Ttaly’s resources which cannot 
be taken from her are water ;ewer, scenery, 
and art. About the only people who can 
keep warm, clothed, and nourished on art 
are a few uides, and the guards of the 
muses, The Jast few years their pick- 
ings have been meager, but if hurope te. 
mains calm their prospects look rosier than 
in many another occupation, 

The accredited puide works as hard as 
many & nun who is working for his Mh,D., 
and when he has once become a guide his 
labors ate by no means over, Each year 
he Must [45s a Severe examination proving 
that he is completely up on his subjects. 
These he must be able to expound clearly, 
intelligerithy, and in detail in three: lan- 
guages al least.

“They wild be 
aimos? deyoid of the advertisements which 
ill American magazines and shew that life 
cannot be lived without an sutomobile. an 
Hectric ice chest, an electric eee beater, an 
cleqiric raver, aml a thousand and one 
other things. 
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A railio not only is not o mecessity to 
these people, but a radio at a public foun- 
tain, Where forty or fifty women gather to 
do their tamily washing, would interfere 
with retailing of gossip, of which there fs 
in inexhastitile supply, The movies and 
the lovelife of movie actors and actresses 
mean littl to them. 

Unless prevented by the weather, the 
men work on their pieces of land, Their 
(lay usually begins shortly after sunrise.

He 
hired the son of our neighbor, Romeo, for 
8 lire a doy (about 63 cents). The boy 
wos o skinny child, |! years old. He 
swung a full-sized two-pronged [talian mat- 
tock eight hours a day for five days and 
tucned up a field and six terraces—a total 
of two actes—to the depth of a foot.

Unele, and Our Unele’s Satellites poured 
into one’s ears, exactly like the outpouring 
of Ford jokes that filled the United States 
at one time. 

Many men of standing: in the berinnine. 
never wore the Fascist insignia. ‘Though 
they were members of the Fascist organiza- 
ion, they felt their reputation os adniirable 
members of Malian society for generations 
wis self-evident and the wearing of a pin 
wos not necessary to prove it. With the 
passing of tine the steely glove became 
steelier and the pins were put on, Today 
the-lesser officials and many others-of that 
class would be mistaken in Americu for 
popular high-school students. 


REGIME STRENGTHENED BY -AFRICAN WAR 


Since the Fascist regime camé into power, 
something spectacular happening from time 
to time has kept the people excited antl 
enthused over the returning greatness of 
Italy—kept them from brooding over in- 
creased taxation, When Balbo and hiv ar- 
mada of seaplanes made the successful 
flight to South America and back, the coum- 
try went wild (pape-354), 

Ralbo's flight to the Chicago "Century 
of. Progress,” the winning of the blue rih- 
bon for the fastest croksing of the Atlantic 
by the Aes, the draming of the Pontine 
Marsh and transforming them inte farms 
and towns, kept enthusiusm going at o 
slower tale, while taxation continued in- 
creasing, 

The war in Ethiopia, it is said, was for 
Mussolini 4 case of sink or swim. The 
Italian victories would have assured him 
a warm and loyal place in the Italian 
hearts; but when those Italian victories 
were achieved in the face of bitter opposi- 
tion from the Learue of Nations—which 
to Italy means England, the first power in 
the world—MMussolini. in [talian eyes, be- 
came almost a-god. Never in the early 
days had his popularity compared to what 
it wus atthe end of the African war (p. 355), 

When celebrations were-held for Marshal 
Badoglio, the hero of the war, there would 
have been no heart. burnings if they had 
continued indefinitely; for Tl Duce’s star 
WAS SUpreme.
